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L. A. Chamber Notes Industrial 
Expansion in South Bay Area

Industrial growth in the 
South Bay area during 1900 
rose to its highest point in 
the last four years, the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce reported recently.

Continuing its role as the 
nation's third largest manu­ 
facturing center, Los Angeles 
County is expected to exceed 
r.jrlier estimates of $20.0,000,- 
000 in new plants and expan­ 
sions for the past 12 months.

That was the report from 
Marian W. Holmwood, chair- 

of the Chamber's Indus­ 
trial development committee, 
\vhich has been attracting 
companies to the Southland 
for many years.

He listed 43 new locations 
and 194 plant expansions re­ 
presenting $177,080,500 in 
capital investments during 
the first 10 months of the 
year with November and De­ 
cember expected to add at 
least $23,000,000 to this total. 

MANUFACTURING
Holmwood said: "It must 

be noted that growth figures 
cited are for reported manu­ 
facturing development in Los 
Angeles County only and 
should not be considered as 
totals including all activities 
or activities bordering Los 
Angeles City and County 
where record growth ift also 
underway.

"Los Angeles County is 
again approaching the 1956

record of $344 million in re­ 
ported developments, and the 
new upward trend is expect­ 
ed to continue in J961. Re­ 
ported manufacturing invest­ 
ment was $156,643,225 in 
1959 against $185,120,800 in 
1958 and $163,758,000 in 
1957."

James S. Cantlen, vice pres­ 
ident and general manager of 
Pacific made the announce­ 
ment this week after review­ 
ing his company's scheduled 
growth and progress for 1961.

He said the entire economy 
in the Southland and the 
State will benefit from this 
huge expenditure, pointing 
out that it will provide jobs 
in construction and allied 
trades and that upwards of 
$100,000.000 will be spent 
with California for various 
Kinds of goods and services.

CUSTOMERS BENEFIT
Customers, he said, will 

benefit through new and 
more modern equipment 
which this year he expects 
will carry almost 7,000,000,000 
(7 billion) local and long dis­ 
tance phone cal*5.'" "

Cantlen said his firm last 
year added 100,000 telephones 
to its lines, ending the year 
with 2.350,000, an increase of 
4 V* percent over 1959 or about 
one phone for every 2 county 
residents. He expects the 
number of phones to increase 
by about the same number in 
each of the next two years.

"By 1970," he gaid, "we 
will be servicing double the 
number of telephones we 
serviced just five years ago."

He said skyrocketing popu­ 
lation increases are accounta­ 
ble for Pacific's continued 
growth, pointing out that his 
company has spent an aver 
age of $100,000.000 a year for 
service expansions since the 
end of World War II.

"The county is growing at 
the rate of 1600 people every 
30 day's," he said.

BIG TASK
The company's big task, a. 

Cantlen sees it, is to expand 
fast enough to prepare for the 
growth and service improve­ 
ments * of tomorrow while 
maintaining today's high serv­ 
ice standards economicallv.

"We forecast that by 19(>6 
7,150,000 persons will be liv­ 
ing in the county with almost 
4.500,000 of them customers 
of Pacific." he said.

In the area of economic 
:ontributions he pointed to 

the $147.000,000 paid out by 
Pacific in wages an dsalaries 
ast year as signifcant. He 

indicated-this figure will in­ 
crease in 1961 through ..em- 
Dloyuient of additional men 
and women.

Major construction jobs 
slated for this year include 
new buildings or additions in 
[nglewood, San Pedro, Van 
Nuys. Hollywood, in the Ax 
minster district and at the In 
ternational Airport where 
Pacific is installing enough 
equipment to handle a small 
city.

Biggest local construction

under way is the eight level 
communications center at 1 420 
South Grand avenue in down­ 
town Los Angeles for which 
land and construction costs 
are tabbed at $5,700,000. After 
completion next May it will 
be filled with $25.000,00 
worth of electronic gear to 
handle all forms of communi­ 
cations, television, business 
data transmission, teletype­ 
writer, as well as telephone. 

DIRECT DIALING
As an example of customer 

service improvements, Cant­ 
len pointed to the steady ex­ 
pansion of direct distance 
dialing with which a cus­ 
tomer can dial his own cross 
country calls.

As one highlight of 1960, 
Cantlen mentioned the com­ 
munications network by Pa­ 
cific together with other 
Bell System companies for 
the NaUonal Democratic Con­ 
vention which, he said, con­ 
stituted the largest concen­ 
tration of temporary com­ 
munications tquipment ever 
assembled in one spot in tht 
West.
